ILOK 

A medieval town whose prehistoric sites 
have yielded finds from the neolithic, copper 
and La Tene ages. In Roman times it was 
probably the frontier fort of "Cuccim". 

The medieval brick walls encircling the old 
part of the town are reinforced with several 
towers and bastions. The walls have gun em¬ 
brasures. From the middle ages there is a 
Romanesque pillar with a relief of "Agus Dei" 
(12th century). The foundations of the aisled 
church of St. Peter are all that remain of 
several nedieval churches. From 1365, the lord 
of Ilok was Nikola Kont, ancestor of the Counts 
of Ilok.

KROSTULE (Yugoslavian Fried Ribbon 

Cookies) 



MARY SCURICH FARRIS sent this recipe in 
and said chat she has used ic for a number 
of years and ic has been very successful as 
Che Krostule come out very Light and thin. 

The recipe came from a Sunset Cook Book, 
"Cooking With a Foreign Accent" which is out 
• of print now. Thank you MARY and I am sure 
' many of you will want to try this recipe 
for the coming holidays. 

4 eggs (I use jumbo or extra large) 

4 this, sugar 

: 3/4 tsp. sale 

' r 4 tbls. butter or margarine (melted) 

' 2-3/4 cups clour (approximately) 

2 csps. Anise extract 
2 Csps. water 

BEAT whole eguntil thick and Lemon colored - 

5 minutes with an electric mixer. Gradually 
add sugar and salt and beat until dissolved. 
ScLr in melted butter or margarine. Add 
half the flour and blend well- Stir in Anise 
extract diluted with water. Add remaining 
flour to make a rather stiff dough. It is some¬ 
what like a noodle dough. At this point, 

it is better to knead with vour hands and 
not damage your electric mixer. Add addi¬ 
tional flour as necessary so that dough

stretches, can be handled and does not stick 
to your hands like chewing-gum. Chill for 
15 minutes. 

FLOUR a board generously. Take a small portion 
of the dough and roll out until nearly trans¬ 
parent. Don T t be afraid to roll very thin. 

With a pastry wheel, cut strips about 1 inch 
wide and 4 inches long. 

FRY in hot oil at 360° degrees in an electric 
Trying pan. Use 2 table forks to tun and 
remove the Krostule. Put in 4 or 5 at a time. 
Turn once. I just let them sizzle a little, 
turn and remove. Fry to a very light golden 
color. DO NOT BROWN OR OVER-FRY. Drain on 
paper towels and sprinkle with powdered 
sugar from a sifter. 

I score them in plastic containers with lids. 
They keep very well. 

NOTE : They can be cut longer and tied in 
bows; however, they are much harder to‘handle 
and fry in the "bow". They break easily as 
they come out so thin when rolled.

In the period of Turkish rule (1566-1697), 
one tower was turned into so-called Turkish 
baths, the walls decorated with arabesques. 

From this period dates the so-called Turkish 
mausoleum, a rare building in these regions. 
After the withdrawal of the Turks, Ilok 
became the centre of the vast estate of the 
dukes (vojvode) of Srem, the Odescalchis. 

In the once Gothic, later baroque Fran¬ 
ciscan parish church of St. John of Capistranc 
there are tombstones from the 15th, 16th and 
18th centuries and a portrait (19th century) 
of the defender of Belgrade against the Turks, 
John of Capistrano, who died in Ilok in 1456. 
The baroque "Franciscan Abbey", built on 
the town walls, has a library with c. 4,000 
volumes (16th-19th century), baroque paintings 
and tables with intarsia (1726.) 

The medieval castle was turned by the Odes¬ 
calchis into a baroque "chateau" with double 
colonnading. Beside the two-storey "chateau", 
set in a spacious park, a granary was built. 

In the baroque one-storey town hall (kurija) 
there is a museum with local historical ex¬ 
hibits. The chapel of St. Roch at the cemetery 
has baroque furnishings and plate.
